Claim I (currently amended): A laminated extruded resin sheet comprising a 
methyl raethacrylate resin produced by laminating resin layers (B) on both surfaces of a 
resin layer (A) by a multilayer-extrusion molding method,

the resin layer (B) being made by dispersing uniformly 1 to 50 parts by weight of 
insoluble methyl methacrylate resin particles having a weight-average particle size of 1.0 
to 33 [im based on 100 parts by weight of a base resin comprising a methyl methacrylate 
resin, said insoluble methyl methacrylate resin particles comprising 50% or more by 
weight of methyl methacrylate, and wherein the insoluble methyl methacrylate particles 
are obtained by a one-stage polymerization p f a monomer composition containing 50% bv 
weight or more of methvl methacrv late h w- i , IM mi n ^ t \ m auJ IC Jju UyiA ^ 
h as no ins o luble m e thyl milliaciylaic paiUU e s . 

Claim 2 (currently amended): The laminated extruded resin sheet comprising a 
methyl methacrylate resin according to Claim 1 , wherein the methyl methacrylate resins 
in the layer (A) and the layer (B) is aig a resin containing 50% by weight or more of a 
methyl methacrylate polymer or a copolymer comprising 50% by weight of more of 
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methyl methacrylate unit and a monofunctional unsaturated monomer unit as a constituent 
unit. 

Claims 3 and 4 (canceled) 

Claim 5 (currently amended): The laminated extruded resin sheet comprising a 
methyl methacrylate resin according to Claim 1 , wherein the difference in_percentage ©f-a 
ratio-of the methyl methacrylate monomer unit constituting a the base resin and a ratio of 
the percentage of methyl methacrylate monomer unit constituting the resin particle does 
not exceed 30%. 

Claims 6 and 7 (canceled). 

Claim 8 (currently amended): The laminated extruded resin sheet comprising a 
methyl methacrylate resin according to Claim 1, wherein the layer thickness ratio of 
[([JKresin layer (B)/resin layer (A)/resm layer (B)}[rj]] is from 1/200/1 to 1/1/1. 

Claim 9 (previously presented): The laminated extruded resin sheet according to 
Claim 1, wherein the base resin comprises 100 parts by weight of a methyl methacrylate 
resin and 5 to 70 parts by weight of a rubber-containing polymer. 

Claim 1 0 (previously presented): The laminated extruded resin sheet according to 
Claim 1, wherein the base resin comprises 100 parts by weight of a methyl methacrylate 
resin and 5 to 50 parts by weight of a rubber-containing polymer. 

Claim 1 1 (currently amended): The laminated extruded resin sheet according to 
Claim 1 , wherein the resin layer (A) consists of 1 00 parts hv weight of a methyl 
methacrylate resin, is made by disp&i - aing unif o rmly from , 3 to 50 parts by weight of a 
rubber-containing polymer uniformly rfiV^-^ into the 1 00 parts by weight of a methyl 
methacrylate resin, and, optionally saiH a ctive: and the base resin comprises 100 parts 
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by weight of a methyl methaciylate resin and 5 to 70 parts by weight of a rubber- 
containing polymer. 

Claim 12 (currently amended); The laminated extruded resin sheet according to 
Claim 1 , wherein the resin layer (A) consists of 100 parts hv weight of methy l 
methacrylate resin, i s made fry diapci ' siug uuifuiinl^ from 3 to 20 parts by weight of a 
rubber-containing polymer uniformly dispersed into the 1 00 parts by weight of a methyl 
methacrylate resin, and^pptionallv said additjv^ and the base resin comprises 100 parts 
by weight of a methyl methacrylate resin and 5 to 50 parts by weight of a rubber- 
containing polymer. 

Claims 13 and 14 (canceled). 

Claim 15 (previously presented): The laminated extruded resin sheet according to 
Claim 9, 10, 1 1 or 12, wherein the rubber-containing polymer is a graft copolymer 
obtained by graft-polymerizing 5 to 80 parts by weight of rubber with 95 to 20 parts by 
weight of an ethylenically unsaturated monomer. 

Claim 1 6 (previously presented) : The laminated extruded resin sheet comprising 
a methyl methacrylate resin according to Claim 1 3 wherein the insoluble methyl 
methacrylate resin particle is a methy! methacrylate resin particle having a weight-average 
molecular weight of 500,000 to 5,000,000 or a cross-linked methyl methacrylate resin 
particle. 

Claim 17 (currently amended): The laminated extruded resin sheet comprising a 
methyl methacrylate resin according to Claim 1 5 wherein the methyl methacrylate resin irj 
at least one of laver (A) and the laver fB) is a resin containing 50% by weight or more of 
a methyl methacrylate polymer or a copolymer comprising 50% by weight or more of 
methyl methacrylate unit and a monofimctional unsaturated monomer unit as a constituent 
uni t - in a t leas t one of layer (A) and the layci (B ). 
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Claim 1 8 (currently amended): A laminated extruded resin sheet comprising a 
methyl methacrylate resin produced by laminating resin layers (B) on both surfaces of a 
resin layer (A) by a multilayer-extrusion molding method, 

the resin layer (A) comprising consisting of a methyl methacrylate resin, (in 
consisting of a methyl methacrvlate resin and additive wherein said additive is selected 
from the group consisting a light diffusing ape nt. a dve. nntical stabilizer nltravinW 
absorber, antioxidant, releasing agent, flame r etardant agent, anri-electrnst atic agent a nH 
Combinations thereof, or (Hi) consisting o f a methvl methacrvlate resin, from 3 to 50 parts 
b y . weight pf a rubber-containing polvmer u n iformly dispersed in the me thyl metWrvl^ 
resin, and, optionally said additive , and 

the resin layer (B) being made by dispersing uniformly 1 to SO parts by weight of 
insoluble methyl methacrylate resin particles having a weight-average particle size of 1.0 
to 33 urn based on 100 parts by weight of a base resin comprising a methyl methacrylate 
resin, wherein a layer thickness ratio of resin layer (B)/resin layer (A)/resin layer (B) is 
from 1/200/1 to 1/1/1, and wherein the base resin comprises 100 parts by weight of a 
methyl methacrylate resin and 5 to 70 parts by weight of a rubber-containing polymer, 
said insoluble methyl methacrylate resin particles comprising 50% or more by weight of 
methyl methacrylate[[,]] and are obtained bv a one-stage polymerization of a monomer 
composition containing 50% by weigh t or more of methvl methacrvlate whw . v . , , H„ . 
resin layer (A) has no ins o luble me t hyl methaerylali particles . 

Claim 19 (currently amended): The laminated extruded resin sheet according to 
Claim 1 8, wherein the resin layer (A) consists of a methvl methacrvlate resin and is-made 
by disputing uniformly 3 to 50 parts by weight of a rubber-containing polymer uniformly 
dispersed into 100 parts by weight of a the methyl methacrylate resin. 

Claim 20 (currently amended): The laminated extruded resin sheet according to 
Claim 18, wherein the resin layer (A) consists of 1 00 parts hv weight of a methvl 
methacrylate resin, is made bj> disputing imif o mily 3 to 20 parts by weight of a rubber- 
containing polymer uniformly disperse^ into the 1 00 parts by weight of a methyl 
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methacrylate resin, and, optionally, said aridity*; anH the base resin comprises 1 00 parts 
by weight of a methyl methacrylate resin and 5 to 50 parts by weight of a rubber- 
containing polymer. 

Claim 2 1 (previously presented): The laminated extruded resin sheet comprising 
a methyl methacrylate resin according to Claim 1 8, wherein the insoluble methyl 
methacrylate resin particles are methyl methacrylate resin particles having a weight- 
average molecular weight of 500,000 to 5,000,000 or cross-linked methyl methacrylate 
resin particles. 

Claim 22 (previously presented): The laminated extruded resin sheet according to 
claim 1 1 wherein the resin layer (B) contains an ultraviolet absorber.

Claim 23 (previously presented): The laminiated extruded resin sheet according 
to claim 1 , wherein the resin layer (A) contains a light diffusing agent.
